Formation of Long Island. 


1 According to geologists. Long Island 
affords purtlculurly clvar evidence an 
to the history of the jrwit continental 
Ice shwt wlilclj coviMvd tin* northern 
states tnjiny thousand years ajro. Tin; 
southern margin ol ihls great ice sheet j 
extended to Lotij; Island, it is said, and 
remained there for a louy lime, depos- 
iting a thick body of intermixed bowl- 
ders, sand and clay as a terminal mo- 
raine, which is now the "backbone" of 
the island. The ice moved southward 
and brought these materials irom the 
north, dropping them at its melting 
edge. This peculiar method of deposi- 
tion developed a very peculiar topog- 
raphy, consisting of an irregular aggre-

of hummocks and 
hollows. 


•which have produced tbe many beau- 
tiful details of configuration that make 
the higher parts of Long Island so at- 
tractive to lovers of nature.
